The verdict waa re- 
ceived with a shout of applause from 
the audltora who packed tho conrt- 

The cloalng scenes of the great 
trial waa full of dramatic interest, 
pathos and excitement Tho diatriet 
attorneys' peroration waa an able ef- 
fort 

The charge of Judge Murphy occu- 
pied a little over an hour ia tho deliv- 
ery. Before he began it. Gen. Dickin- 
son, Durrant'a eounsel, formally ob- 
jected to the portions of Karnes' ad- 
dress abusive in the nature, but the 
court considered tbein proper and al- 
lowed them to stand. i 

As soon as tho court completed the 
charge. D cklnaon took an exception 
on the ground that his honor had not 
rend the instructions submitted aa the 
defense had written them. The jnry 
was then irtven in charge of two dep- 
uty sheriff i and conducted to the jury 

The jury upon reaching the jury 
room selected Warren Dutton. of their 
number, for foreman and then bal- 
loted. The first ballot was for mur- 
dor in the first degree.

As foreman Dutton pronounced the 
verdiut of guilty of murder in the first 
degree, the large audienoe which had 
listened in perfect til OHM for the 
words which he waa to utter, rose and 
uttered a yell whieh echoed far out 
in the corridnra Most of those in the 
audienee were women. The - sries 
whieh west up from them fell opoc 
the ear of the eoavicted murder- 
cr's mother like a blow, and it 
>- earned to brinir the first realization of 
the foree of trie words of the Jury'a 
foreman Her face was araried aa she 
had nerved herself for the ordeal; a 
cry burst irom her lips, followed by a 
hysterical outburst of sobs. Aa he lia- 
tened intently to the worda w'nioh 
sealed hia fate, Durrant partially arose 
from hia aeat. The look on his face 
waa one of defiance, and it waa aftpstr- 
cot that he had it in mind to addreat 
me jury. The first cry from hia mother 
chnnged hia wind, if he had any 
such intention before thai. He sat 
down, turned to his mother, and took 
her fondly in his arms She rested her 
head on hia ahouldcr and with hia left 
arm about her slender form, held her 
in a tender embrace, patting her with 
his left hand and wiih hit riyhl etrok- 
ing her hair. He teemed oblivioua to 
the fact that a verdict whiuh m.a-at 
death to him had been returned, ob- 
livious to everything exeept the weep- 
ing woman who had eat patiently by 
hia eide through the long trial, cheer- 
ing him with worda of hone. If his 
display waa of nerve it was mnrveloua, 
and if of calloueuett to any bnt filial 
sensations, it waa equally marveloua 

Judge Murphy announced that next 
Friday he would pans sentence upon 
Durrant, and at the same time he 
would fix the time for beginning the 
trial of Durrant for the murder of Min- 
nie Williama His attorneys will take 
an appeal to the supreme court on a 
bill of exceptions, the material for 
whieh accumulated during the trial.

Babdos, Oct So. — The dispute be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela 
will bow assume quite a new phase. 

The European power may have to 
declare war with the South American 
republic but not for the present at 
least upon the boundary ques- 
tion. If war is deolared — and 
it la undoubtedly imminent, it 
will be upon a basis that the 
conditions of the Monroe doctrine will 
not apply and Venezuela will have to 
face the enemy without the support 
of the United States. It is announced 
that a commander named Fllbest, on 
board the Venezuelan guard Costa, had 
shot down Mr. Thus. Oarcia, owner of 
the British schooner Myo*otls, on board 
that Teasel while on a voyage from 
Port-0f-8paln, Trinidad, B. W. L, in a 
most unprovoked manner. 

The main facts of the occurrence 
have been reported to the adminis- 
trator at Trinidad, and a report on the 
- same is now on its way to London for 
the edification of the »ecretary of state 
(or the colonies and cabinet. 

It Is generally believed that the 
murder of Mr. Oarcia isa great misfor- 
tune to Vanezunla.conaidering the pres- 
ent relations between the two coun- 
tries, as it will give England an un- 
doubted advantage in dealing with 
den.
